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Most people have now rumbled the Tory’s bogus ‘patriotic’ 
credentials. The high publicity given over to the surrender of 
British sovereignty to the Europeans has seen to that. Even so, 
their record shows that on every aspect of policy since the war, 
the Tories are the great betrayers. It is precisely because of 
their ‘patriotic’ perception that the Tories have got away with 
so much — which if practised by Labour would have caused 
a storm. What then is the Tory record of betrayal? 


The first greatest act of betrayal 
after the war was by Harold 
MacMillan, the Tory Prime Minister 
who sent the junior Minister for 
Transport, Enoch Powell, over to 
the West Indies to recruit coloured 
labour. Enoch Powell of course later 
realised that such a policy was 
absolutely disastrous. Nevertheless, 
the policy continued. The legacy has 
been race riots and a seriously 


destabilised society with a direct:

destabilisation and immigration. The 
accompaniment has been rocketing 
crime and drug abuse — all thanks 
to the Tories. 

Thatcher was no different. Her 
famous speech before the 1979 
General Election when she said that 
she sympathised with people who 
felt that they were being ‘swamped’, 
was a lie. Thatcher’s first action as 
Prime Minister was to admit 
thousands of Vietnamese ‘boat- 
people’. Her predecessor, Ted Heath 
let in thousands of Ugandan Asians. 
Immigration through the Thatcher 
years to date has run at a minimum 
of 50,000 per year, with peaks of 
double that. | 

The hot air over Europe is another 
case where Tories have nothing to 
shout about. It was that same Ted 
Heath who gave us the Treaty of 
Rome. And it was Thatcher who has 
given us the Single European Act 


and the Maastricht Treaty. A Tory 


Chancellor is preparing to take us 
into asingle currency. A Tory Prime 
Minister refuses to renounce it. A 
Tory Defence Secretary is 
integrating us further within a 
European defence system. 
That same Tory Prime 
Minister is so spineless, that 
British fishermen from the 
Channel Islands have been 
abandoned to the bully-boy 
tactics of illegal French 
fishermen, protected by the 
French navy. It is also John 
Major, who made such a huff 
and puff over the beef crisis, 
who has surrendered to the 
Europeans and agreed to cull 


another 100,000 healthy cattle with no 
prospect of the EU lifting the ban. 
Even the much publicised lifting of 
the gelatin ban has been reversed. Our 


EU ‘partners’ are simply punishing us- 


for their own enjoyment. 

So-called Tory ‘Euro-sceptics’ 
live in a fantasy world where they 
believe they can retain some EU 
institutions and policies but repudiate 
others. John Redwood says we 
cannot leave the EU. 


THE SOLUTION 


The fact is that sovereignty, like 
prosperity, can only be regained by 
repealing the Treaty of Accession of 
1972 and all subsequent 
amendments. Itis the Treaty of Rome 
which provides for European 
federalism in the shape of the 
European Court, the Commission 
and majority voting in the Council 
of Ministers. British independence 
and sovereignty have been stealthily 
given away bit by bit. 

These are the facts. The Tories are 
the party of betrayal and have been 
since the war. The plastic Union flags 
they wave at conference time mask 
treason. Last year, John Major 
guaranteed entry into the UK to 3 
million Hong Kong Chinese on top of 
the 2 million granted entry by Thatcher. 
How many will come is open to 
speculation. Potentially, it could be 5 
million and if China gets nasty, it will 
be. Itis no coincidence that 4.4 million

new homes are said to be needed 
urgently. Typically, the argument has 
been focussed on where the new homes 
are to be built — in the countryside or 
in existing towns and cities. That 
argument neatly camouflages the 
bigger question: How many more 
immigrants is this country to take in? 
At the same time the Tories have paid 
off their £18 million debt and built up 
a huge war chest — and all at a time of 
declining membership. The Tories 
refuse to say how much foreign 
donations, particularly from Hong 
Kong, amount to. The Tories have 
betrayed the country for money. 
Bluntly, they are the party of treason. 
Nothing will change even if Labour 
win office this Spring. They too are 
‘hot’ for Europe and more 
immigration. 


The difference between those 
parties’ policies and that ofthe BNP 
could not be more clear. A BNP 
government would notstand for the 
nonsense of the Europeans. We 
would leave the EU. It is as simple 
as that. Britain once more would be 
a proud and free nation, able to 
trade freely and hold its head up 
once again. Industry and the 
economy would boom. BNP social 


policy would stop immigration and 


return immigrants here to their 
ancestral homelands — to the 
benefit of all concerned. The crime 
and disorder that has plagued 
Britain since the war would come to 
an end. The British National Party 
holds out the prospect of freedom, 
prosperity and societal peace.

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| THE NEW RACISM 


Racism is the assertion of 
a superiority of one race 
over another by dis- 
crimination. A new age of 
racism is opening up in 
Britain. Itis the age of anti- 
white racism and anti- 
white discrimination. 
Elsewhere in BN we detail 
examples of anti-white 
racism, some of it 
successfully challenged in 
the courts. It is ironic that 
justas the Americans have 
thrown out so-called 
‘positive’ discriminationin 
California, some advocate 
it for Britain. 

The evil Commission for 
Racial Equality (CRE) 
which spends much time 
sheltering race murderers 
has been ‘advising’ the 
Civil Service on how to 
avoid discrimination — 
and promptly did the same 
thing in reverse. The 
impending case in which 
it is named as co- 
respondent will hopefully 
severely curb its scope for 
further anti-white racism 
and discrimination. 

In Cleveland, the same 
organisation was found 
guilty of discriminating 
against a white employee, 
Mr. Widlinski, and telling 
lies to queries made on 
behalf of Widlinski to a 
Labour MP and MEP. 
Widlinski was offered the 
job and then told it had 
gone to an Asian woman. 
Later, he was passed over 
_in favour of a lesser- 
qualified black man. 
Widlinskiis to send a copy 
of the Industrial Tribunal 
ruling to every org- 
anisation providing 
funding to Cleveland CRE, 
urging suspension of 
further funding. 

Racism could not exist 
in Britain without the 
presence of the large 
numbers of immigrants 
and their offspring who 
have come to Britain in 
the last forty years or so. 
Racism does exist and 
more and more of it is 
being directed at white 
people. This turn of events 
puts the British National 
Party at the forefront of 
anti-racism. 

Inthe postcolonial world 
in which we live in, the 
sensible thing to do is for 
each race and culture to 
live in dignity within its 
own borders and its own 
lands. It is anti-racism in 
the very best sense of the 
term. | 


OF OUR OLD FOLK 


Anger over cuts to war pensions last 
month, occupied the attention of the 
nation for all of two minutes. Labour 
leaders rightly blasted penny pinching 
Tories for the cuts, but they themselves 
are hardly blameless with Labour 
councils clawing back money from 


pensioners too. The wider question of | 


how this country treats its old folk as 
a whole was not addressed. Not just 
what kind of pension our old folk get, 
but their position in society. 


PENSIONS 


Prime Minister John Major denied 
that plans to ‘simplify’ war pensions 
would mean that war pensioners would 
lose any money. As usual, John Major 
is ‘dissembling’. While war pensioners 
may not lose any existing pension, 
they will lose increases related to 
their deteriorating hearing conditions 
brought on by war — usually close 
proximity explosions. Documents 
show that the ‘simplification’ 
proposals will result in 7,000 — 10,000 
pensioners losing out and saving the 
Treasury £35 million. Other 
‘efficiency’ savings amount to £15 
million. Tony Blair called the 
government “shabby and mean 
minded,” while Tory MP for 
Davyhulme, Winston Churchill called 
the proposal “cheap, mean, nasty and 
utterly unworthy.” 

The government knows that it has 
been caught out and is desperately 
trying to buy off ex-service groups to 
split the protest and cover up its shabby 
dodge. The extra money amounts to a 
fraction of what the government 
expects to save, but Major hopes to 
buy off amputees with clothing and 
families of disabled war pensioners 
with funeral expenses. At the end of 
the day, the government is robbing 
Britain’s war pensioners just as surely 
as if it were to wait outside the post 
office, as so many jackals do, and 
Steal their pittance of a pension. 

Labour are no better. Despite “Tory’ 
Blair’s fine words, eighteen Labour 
councils deprive war pensioners of 
three-quarters of their pensions on 
means tested benefit rules. Most 
councils allow war pensioners to keep

the pension even though they could 
take all but the £10 minimum. The 
eighteen Labour councils which claw 
back the war pension are Barnsley, 
Bristol, Bridgnorth, Chester-le-Street, 
Derwentside, Durham, Easington, 
Gateshead, Liverpool, Manchester, 
Middlesborough, Newcastle upon 
Tyne, North Tyneside, Norwich, 
Oswestry, Redcar & Cleveland, 
Sheffield, South Tyneside, Sunderland 
and Wakefield. 

British pensioners had their earnings 
related pension increases scrapped by 
Thatcher in the early eighties. Pension 
increases are now related to the 
questionable retail price index which 
is Skewed against purchases typically 
made by pensioners. As a result, 
British pensioners have one of the 
lowest standards of living in Europe. 
Pensioners often have achoice whether 
to buy food or to put the heating on. 
Thousands live in poverty and many 
die each winter of hypothermia. 
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WWI soldier. What did they fight for? 


The feeling of injustice is country- 
wide. Letters from people all over the 
country are printed in local papers 
every week. One in the Wigan 
Reporter read: 

Sir- What kind of a mess has this 
country been put in during the last 30 
years or so? Iam non-political, just an old 
man who is ashamed to be British. 
During WWIL, I fought for this country 
and, because I received a bullet in the 
head, now receive a war disability 
pension. Working in London my 
services were needed after 65, so I 
worked full time until I was 69, paying 
taxes. 

Consequently my old age pension is 
higher than most. Now at 74 I have to 
look after my wife for the next few 
months, as she has broken her hip. As I 
am disabled myself I find it difficult to 
cook, clean, shop and look after my 
wife. 

I asked the welfare for help, but I find 
I am penalised because my income is 
above a certain level and so I have to 
pay for help. 

Yet an immigrant just entering this 
country, who hasn’t paid any tax or 


been of any service to this 
country, can get these services 
free. 

Old people are being 
penalised today because they 
have saved all their lives for 
comfort in their old age. 

Immigrants are given 
accommodation money to live 
on and other help. This is from 
the money we have been 
paying in taxes all our lives. 
We are entitled to nothing. 
This country has got its 
priorities all wrong. 

It is a fact that if I had 
fought for Germany I would 
have been treated better 
financially and all other ways. 
It is the young people I feel 
sorry for as Britain is a country without 
hope.

CRIME 


Certainly, British pensions are a 
national disgrace. But it isn’t just on 
pensions where Britain treats its old 
folk badly. The rise of crime means 
that many old folk live in fear of being 
mugged for their meagre pensions, of 
being murdered and even raped. 

In Lincolnshire, 73-year-old Vera 
Laver was raped while walking 
through her quiet village of Tetney. 
Tackled to the ground just yards from 
her home and raped, she died from a 
stroke just hours after the attack. 

In Birmingham, a blind widow was 
battered to the ground for £10. The 
muggers, described by police as 


“absolute scum”, attacked and robbed 


her as she lay on the floor. Her guide 
dog was kicked during the robbery 
which occurred in broad daylight. 
Also in Brum, a couple in their 
nineties were robbed in their own 


home by masked raiders. They were 
pulled from their beds at 1.30a.m. and 


a

forced to reveal the 
whereabouts of cash 
and valuables. 

In Sussex, a 94-year- 
old widow was tending 
the grave of her 
husband when 6' 2" 
Steven Barton pushed 
her to the ground and 
raped her. At 
Chichester Crown 
Court Barton, now 17, 
was gaoled for 12 years 
for the disgusting 
attack. The widow who 
was not named in court 
said that Barton 
laughed at her fruitless 
struggle to get free. 

Elderly widow, ` 
Sheila Cragg, 74, was 
battered by a man of about 20 who 
mugged her and stole her handbag in 
Nottingham. She was found 
unconscious lying on the pavement

Vera Laver, 73: Raped 
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and taken to hospital where x-rays 
revealed a broken leg. Sheila needed 
a metal pin inserted into her thigh. 
Sheila said afterwards: “I just said to 
him ‘I haven’t got any money,’ and he 
knocked me to the floor.” Sheila 
incidently, like so many others, is 
probably reflecting on the ‘benefits’ 
of the multi-racial society. 

Another woman, frail Helen Bootle, 
92, was mugged in Manchester for her 
pension. Helen died from her head 
injuries five days after being battered 
to the ground outside the post office. 
She never regained consciousness. 

The old in this country are left quite 
without hope. The Tories stopped the 
link between pensions and earnings, 
the loss of which now worth about £20 
per week to most, and it is the Tories 
who are attacking war pensions. 
Labour, despite their words — which 
come cheap to Labour these days — 
are also robbing pensioners at council 
level. The old have been used and 
now in their twilight years, they are 
being abused.

| parties. The BNP has 
always maintained in 
every manifesto it has 
issued that the old 
would be a priority.

Chancellor Kenneth Clarke has 
boasted that the economy is in the 
best shape for a generation. Three 
months ago, no serious commentator 
on economics could be found to say 
anything good about the economy at 
all. What has changed? The answer 
apparently, is a one-of fall in 
unemployment of 95,000 produced 
by the government’s new jobseekers 
charter, designed to scare off people 
from claiming benefit, throw people 
off benefit who do not understand 
the rules and force black economy 
workers to choose between their job 
and signing on, and lastly of course 
the fact that there is always aseasonal 
drop in unemployment at this time 
of year anyway! 

Nevertheless, the government’s 
own figures show that economic 
Output expanded slower than 
spending which means higher import 
bills — confirmed again by figures 
showing that Britain’s trade deficit 
was ‘only’ £2.9 billion over the last 
three months compared to the £3.2 
billion in the three months before 
that, and a similar figure for the first 
three months of the year. 

Clarke is acharlatan who operates 
with smoke and mirrors. By simple 
mathematics it can be seen that 
Britain’s trade deficit this year is 
going to be roughly some £12 billion. 
At the same time, the government’s 
borrowing this year to finance 
expenditure in excess of income is 
going to be some £32 billion. The 


total deficit is then, £44 billion — 
£786 for every man woman and child 
in the country. Quite simply, the 
government is living beyond its 
means, which could only be justified 
if the borrowing was for investment 
and eventual economic return. That 
is not the case. In the meantime, the 
government has given out an 
unsustainable preelection tax bribe.

More job losses have been 
announced at Southern Water which 
is slashing its workforce by half and 
axing 2,000 workers, and at GEC 
which is slashing 1,000 jobs. 

Still, there is good news. Pizza 
Hut reckons to create 5,000 jobs 
over the next three years spread all 
over the country! 

Even a casual observer can see 
what is going wrong with our 
economy. Highly paid, highly skilled 
jobs are being lost, and are being 
replaced by low paid, low skilled, 
and part time jobs. In addition, they 
are mostly jobs in the service sector. 
Qualified engineers will no doubt 
be able to spin pizzas on a fifth of 
their previous salary. Government 
boasts of falling unemployment are 
a hollow sham and cruel 
deception. 

The British National

As reported in November’s BN, New 
Zealanders voted in their first ever 
proportional representation election.

THAILAND 


Immigration officials in Thailand 
are so concerned with the threat of 
diseases previously wiped out being 
reintroduced by illegal immigrants 
that the illegals have been promised 
the same status as local workers if 
they come forward and register. 

It is the threat of communicable 
diseases such as elephantiases, 
malaria, cholera and tuberculosis 
which remain a problem in 
neighbouring countries such as Laos, 
Burma and Cambodia which is 
causing most concern. 

Illegals have been told that if they 
register, they would be covered by 
the minimum wage law and medical 
care. Illegals and employers who do 
not register them are to be penalised 
with fines. 

The illegals work mainly in the 
farming and fishing industries and 
as maids. Officials believe the 
number of illegals stands at 700,000- 
800,000.

Around the year 300 AD. the Roman 
Empire wason the defensive. Centuries 
of slave importation, race-mixing and 
warfare had denuded the founding 
Nordic warrior blood. The ruling elite 
had grownsoft, infertile and decadent. 
The underclass embraced Christianity 
which was subversive of Rome and in 
some cases even the military had 
become a rabble. 

The mighty Saxons of the woods 
then went into confederation with 
the Angles of the coastal islands and 
western Denmark. Under pressure 
from a population explosion and fired 
with tales of Britannia brought back 
by mercenaries in the Roman army: 
an underpopulated land of milk and 
honey, the decision was made. The 
Angles would transport the Saxons 
in their ships. Exploratory raids 
though, showed strong defenses 
augmented by mercenaries, and a 
powerful Roman fleet destroyed 
Anglo-Saxon bases in the Orkney 
islands and Shetland. The invasion 
was postponed for a hundred years. 

Exactly when is uncertain, but 
sometime after 410 AD. a raiding 
party must have landed. Unopposed, 
it returned to Germany. This was the 
time of Hengist and Horsa, of 
Beowulf and King Arthur— and the 
word was out, Britannia was 
undefended. 

As the Whiteman began tosettle the 
North American continent 1000 years 
later, so the Anglo-Saxons — our 


from our great ancestors 


forebears—began tocolonise Britain. 
Women and children were loaded 
into boats along with livestock and 
weapons. Land hunger drove the 
Angles and Saxons on to dispossess 
the Celts. Those who accepted the 
new overlords were free to stay, those 
who did not moved on to the north and 
west. The Anglo-Saxons poured into 
Britain in ever increasing numbers 
forming the early English kingdoms 
which extended as far as Edinburgh. 

Anglo-Saxons make up most of 
the English genetic makeup and also 
account for a good portion of the 
Scots, from their settlement of the 
entire Eastern seaboard. Most of the 
rest of English genes derive from the 
Celts. This is why although Britain 
may be four nations, racially we are 
one — Anglo/Saxon/Celtic. These 
close tribal cousins are all our 
forebears. Their blood runs through 
all four British nations to give us our 
racial identity. 

This picture shows the arrival of 
the Anglo-Saxons on that ancient 
morning. Some wearing Swedish 
armour others with horned helmets. 
This detail is reconstructed from a 
fragment of a plaque on the Sutton- 
Hoo helmet probably depicting a 
priest of Wotan. 

The longboat prow derives from a 
similar one of the migration period 
from the river Scheldt, Belgium.
